ftion doesnot liz upon tormer but prefent 
Behaviour, tho’ both refule the Oaths alike, 
yet the known Praftice of the Presbyte- 
rians, rho’ refufing the Oaths, having been 
for twenty Year pafi loyal, moderate, and 
purfuing the Intereft of Liberty, Revolu- 
tion, Succeffion, and Union 5 ard the known 
Praétice of che other having been to op- 
pofe them all; the Diftinétion made is 
very juft, and there appears an unanfwer- 
able Reafon for fufpeéting the one, and 
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_ trufting the other. 


And fo again of his Complaint, that 
Perfons are render’d fufpe&ted for com- 
plaining ofthe Miniftry, and yet chofe that

Queftion, but when he confiders that Di- 
ftin&tion again, he will fee plainly, that 
this Part of his Obje@ion is as faulty as the 
other. :
